THE TEAMSTERS AND ENGINEERS. 



Wbtt Fromlset to B« On* of tlif Blt> 
torst FigLti Between Capital 
Labor is Now On. 



BfforU of Teamsters' Union to Settle 
th« TroubU Failed and They and 
ttM tUtlenary Engineer* Will 
Join the Strikers. 

CkloafO, July S6.— With all peace 
aafoUattoni broken oft and witb all 
Ifta allied tradei nnlona employed at 
Ihe different plant*, with the exception 
ioC the teamsterB and the stationary 
teglneer*, out on strllce in sympathy 
iwlth the butcher workmen who quit 
-work two week* ago, the stock yard* 
atrlke Monday night had settled down 
to what promises to be one of the bit- 
terest fights between capital and labor 
in the history of America. As has 
been threatened for some time, the 
allied trade* employed in the paclilrig 
Industry quit work when called on 
Monday to assist the striking butch- 
erfi ir. their efforts to brlnf; the pfloli- 
ers to firms. In several Instances the 
men did not wait for the ofBcial noii- 
doatlon from their leaders to go on 
atrlke, but threw down their tool* and 
quit work of their own accord. 

At 6 o'clock Monday night the state- 
ment was made by Michael J. Donn< 1 
ly, president of the Butcbers' union, 
that every union man employed at the 
stock yards with the exception of tbo 
teamsters and engineers, had respond- 
ed to orders for a general isympathetlc 
(Strike. The engineers, he declared, 
would join the strikers Tuesday mom- 
int. and unless there wa* speedy set- 
tlement of the difflculty, he said the 
teamsters would undoubtedly Join 
their brother workmen in their stnig- 
Kle for Rupreniacy. According tO Mr. 
Donnelly, Monday's strike swelled the 
number of nipn who have quit work 
at the stock yards in Chicago alone to 
nearly SO.OOO person*. Both *!de* to 
the controversy declared Monday 
night that they were perfectly satis- 
tied with the present state of affairs 
and that tbey were willing to make it a 
lli^t to a flnleh to determine who 
■iMll dictate the term* of a *ettle- 
roent. 

A new phase of the strike Rifiintlon 
developed late Monday afternoon 
when notice was given by the unions 
to the Independent packers fit the 
•UMfli yard* that their men would not 
he altowed to handle animals which 
had been brought into the yards or 
handled in any way by non iinitui men. 
It is necessary for these independent 
concerns to take all of tbeir live stock 
Into their yard* over Union stock 
yards mnways. where the stock must 
be handled by non-union men, since 
the union men employed by the stock 
yards company in this line of work 
were among the employes wlio joined 
the aympathetic strike Monday. The 
Ultimatum of the unions leaves the 
Independent packers no alternative 
but to receive their live stock direct- 
ly from the coimtry or else close down 
business entirely. A meeting of the 
Independent packers was held Mon 
day night to map oat eome plan of 
action, but no definite conclusion was 
reported. Another meeting will be 
held Tuesday to further eonirider the 
matter. 

Before peace nefotlatlons bad been 
entirely broken off Monday, represen- 
tative* of the teaauter*' union, as had 
been agreed on SoBday night, were la 
conference with the packers in an ef- 
fort to arrange some sort of a settle 
ment which would prevent a spread of 
tiM Strike. At thi* meeting the pack- 
er* were asked to concede that the 
first peace agreement, eignod last 
Wednesday, and which was later re- 
pudiated by the strikers whtn a sec- 
ond strike was called, be considered 
null and void and that the packers 
submit a new proposition for peace 
term*. The committee also notified 
the packers that the striking butchers 
would stand by last Saturday's de- 
mand, which was that all men be re- 
instated within ten days or their cases 
be submitted to immediate arbitration ; 
all butcher* and casing men to be ta- 
ken back wUhte II bonr* after work 
was reeumed. No progree* toward a 
settlement was made at the confer- 
ence and the teamsters committee re- 
tired to consider a. new proposition. 

Immediately upon the return ci tho 
teamster* committee to tmkm head- 
quarter* they entered into a oonfer 
ence with the representatives of the 
allied trades to consider a propoeltlen 
submitted to the unions by the repro* 
eentatives of the packers. In tb* 
meeting between the teamster* and 
t^e packer*, the lifter offered tP 



change the time of relnetating all the 
strikers from 45 to S5 days. They 
made no concessions other than thle 

BBd this proposal w.ns submitted t« 
the allied trades coinmittt-o Presi 
dent Donnelly, of the Dutchera' union, 
however, refused to consider the pro- 
posal and all hope of an Immediate 
settlement wa* lo*t 



MILL 0PKRATIVC8 8TRIKI. 



About Twanty-gix Thousand Went Out 
at Fall River, Mass. 

Fall River, Mass., July M. — The flrpt 
day of the strike of 20,000 cotton mill 
operatives here passed quietly ami so, 
in all probability, will pass the suc- 
ceeding days for the reason that the 
opposition to the strike on the part of 
the operatives is so slight as to be 
hardly a feature. 

The mill owners and their opera^ 
tlves are determined In their posi- 
tions and the outcome is hard to pre- 
dict. With the striker* it is a ques- 
tion of how long they can do without 
their wages and exist on strike bene- 
fits. On the part of the owners it Is 
a matter of how long they can afford 
to have their mills closed down. At 
present the cotton and ClOth market* 
are not at their beet 

A portion of one mill wa* operated 
until noon Monday and at another mill 
some 20 men worked all day. When 
the mill gates in Fall River were open- 
ed Monday morning less than 300, con- 
servatively estimated, out of an army 
of some 26,000 operative*, repmled 
for work. 

WAR NEW8 18 8CANT. 

The Reports Indicate That the Rus- 
sian* tuffsred a •erious Cheek.

The Daily Telegraph's Liao Yang 
corrospondeott telegraphing Sunday, 
reports that Tatchekiao was definitely 
evacuated after a severe euRagement 
which was intended to retard a Japan- 
ese flank movement on Liao Yang, but 
the dispatch does not give the place 
of the battle or the data.

Indianapolis, Ind., July 26.— Two per- 
sons were killed and several injured 
la a oolUsloa between southbound Big 

Four passenger train No. 18 and a 
westbound Prospect-Blake electric car 
at Washington and Missouri streets 
at 6:05 o'clock Monday night. The 
dead: Samuel Romans, about 50 years 
old. white, crushed beyond recogni- 
tion; Mrs. William J. Harris, colored, 
40 ycnrir old, badly m>Ml*< about 

hi-ad and body. 

'i'he injured: Mrs. Lopnn. Fuffcr(d 
from shock; Kate Ward, colored, cut 
about head and face; W. R. Shannon, 
bruised and injured about head; Ma- 
mie Otwell, 26 years old, cut over eye 
.111(1 bruised seriously; Helen Menden- 
hall. aged 3, badly bruised; George H. 
Atkins, cut about head; Walter Smith, 
colored, 26 years old, severe scalp 
wound; Benjamin P. Jones, ribs and 
((jllar bone broken, internal injuries, 
whic h are believed to be fatal; Addie 
Durris, bniit^td iiboiit body ami injur- 
ed internally; George Whitlock, col- 
ored, severe cut on head; Mrs. Alice 
Perry, badly bruised, injured Internal- 
ly aud partially paralyzed. 

The locomotive struck the front of 
the electric car, throwing it a distance 
of 20 feet to one side, its direction 
being almost reversed. The train was 
stopped within a few yards of Wash 
ington street, and the crew assisted 
in clearing the wreckage and caring 
for the injured. 

An emergency call was sounded and 
the arrival of patrol wagons and am- 
bulances, coupled with the fact that 
the street was at that hour being trav- 
ersed by hundreds of people who were 
on their way home from work, caused 
a panic, which made it almost ini 
possible to Uarn the number of dead 
or ascertain the extent of the injuries 
to many of the passengers who were 
rushing about seeking relatives or 
friends among the fellow passengers. 

The catise of the accident is not 
clear. Ctm fllcting Stories are told by 
passengers and witnesses, several of 
whom say that the motorman applied 
the air brakes which failed to re- 
spond. Others claim that the conduc- 
tor (if th( (Nftric car failed to pro- 
ceed iilieidl of Ihe car for the purpose 
of seeing that the track was clear. 

Within a few minutes after the in- 
jured had been hurried to the hospi 
tals and the dead transferred to the 
morgue, olBcials reported that four 
were killed^

Irate husbands and fathers followed 
closely at his heels and were about to 
wreak summarj- vonpeance when Judge 
Frank Peak iuterlered and had Hun- 
ter sent to his room a pris(jn( r. riie 
hotel manager Informed Mrs. Hunter 
that her son would have to leave the 
place on the first train. 

Hunter, who was kept under guard 
made sevf^ral efforts to escape and 
begged bis mother for his revolver 
saying that he wanted to kill some one. 
When the train came Hunter did not 
want to go, but was finally persuaded 
to peacefully depart with his mother 
and a (bputy sheriff.

Kngland and Germany 
in the hope of flnding an avenue for 
gracefully rttirlag firom a disastrous 
war. There Is no argnnant orar tlM 
right of Russia to seise neutral ves- 
sels carrying act\ial contraband of 
war, but the wisdom of destroying neu- 
tral prizes without trial unless the 
object is to Involve other powers. Is 
generally quasttoned. It Is believed 
that America will speedily demand a 
limitation to articles reasonably con- 
traband in order to protect her large 
Oriental commercial interests. It is 
expected that Great Britain will pio- 
test against the sinking of the Knight 
Commander and demand trial for 
seized British steamers and that Ger- 
many will make a second and more 
vigorotis protest. 

The Vladivostok warships are hov- 
ering about the course of the steam- 
ers from San Francisco, probably with 
the hope of overhauling the liner Ko* 
rea. Warning, however, li.is Ijeen giv- 
en to the Korea and sb( li.is a chance 
of eluding the Ru.s.sians. Tlu r..- will 
probably be other seizures and what- 
ever be the determination of the legal 
questions Involved, wl^atever dlph>- 
matic action may be taken, it is con- 
fidently believed here that the seir,- 
ures will create a feeling of iutHuse 
irritation and unfrlendlin* s"; anainst 
Russia in America, England and Ger- 
many. 

Japan is anxious to localise the com- 
bat and avoid involving other powers, 
but views with unfriendliness ilie acts 
of aggression against friemlly ueutials 
and treaty \iolKtioiiB ilisailvaiii.mt-ous 
I to herself.
